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Legal woes 
increase for 
former pastor

The last time a former pas¬ 
tor was in Powell Circuit Court 
there was talk about another 
warrant possibly coming into 
play from Lexington. Barry 
N. Wethington, a man who 
pastored a church in Powell 
County until he was released 
about a year ago, is already 
facing charges of third degree 
rape in Powell County. Now 
he faces the same charge in a 
Fayette County case. 

Last Wednesday, while in a 
hearing in which Wethingtion 
had hoped to have his 
$185,000 cash bond lowered, 
a new warrant was served 
on him instead. The warrant 
alleges that between July 2 
and July 31, 2007 Wethington 
had sexual intercourse with a 
15 year old girl. He is current-

ly charged in Powell County 
on three counts of rape third 
for allegedly having sex with 
a 15 year old girl this past 
August. 

The warrant from Fayette 
County states that the vic¬ 
tim and Wethington’s first

Richardson faces assault charges while waiting for a trial 

Adult abuse and exploitation trial is set for February, latest alleged vicitm may be a witness

A Stanton woman awaiting 
trial on an adult abuse case 
is back in jail after assaulting 
a witness in that case. Ruby 
A. Richardson was arrested 
on Nov. 24, just three days 
before Thanksgiving, after 
she allegedly hit a woman 
with a whiskey bottle and 
then pointed a gun at several 
people. She is also accused of 
using someone’s car without 
permission. 

According to an arrest 
warrant that was served 
on Richardson and court 
records, on Nov. 23 


Richardson allegedly struck 
Briana Haddix in the head 
with a whiskey bottle. The 
assault apparently left knots 
on Haddix head. The warrant 
also stated that Richardson 
allegedly struck Haddix, who 
is a relative, several times 
with her fist and allegedly bit 
Haddix on the arm. 

As if that was not enough, 
the warrant also states that 
Richardson is accused of also 
pointing a pistol at Haddix 
and several other people who 
were present. None of the 
other persons were named on 
the warrant. 

Richardson told the Powell 
District Court that Haddix

came to her property and 
started an altercation. 

To make matters worse for 
Richardson a day earlier, on 
Nov. 22, another warrant was 
issued for her claiming she 
took a vehicle without per¬ 
mission. That warrant stated 


that she allegedly failed to 
return a car she borrowed 
from Taulbee Bowen III. 

Richardson was quite the 
celebrity in the news world 
back on Feb. 6, 2013. It was 
then that she was indicted by 
a Powell Grand Jury for abuse 
or neglect of an adult when 
police say “she knowingly 
inflicted injury, intimidation 
or punishment that resulted 
in physical or mental injury, 
or physical pain.” Richardson 
also faces a second count 
of exploitation of an adult. 
Police say that Richardson 
took charge of her victims

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Cancer foundation helps local teenager to ‘Catch A Dream’

Many of us have heard 
about the Make A Wish 
Foundation. They work to 
make wishes come true for 
children who are facing a life 
altering and threatening dis¬ 
ease. Trips to famous parks 
or meeting their heroes seem 
to the norm for the founda¬ 
tions work. But what about 
those kids who like to hunt 
or fish? What can be done for 
them? How can they catch 
their dreams? 

That is where the Catch A 
Dream Foundation comes in. 
That very foundation heard 
from a Powell County teen 
fighting cancer and helped 
him catch his dream. 

Dakota Tipton, a 17 year old 
junior at Powell County High 
School, has been fighting a 
battle with Non-Hodgkins 
Lymphoma. The disease is 
a cancer that starts in cells 
called lymphocytes, which 
are part of the body’s immune 
system. Lymphocytes are in 
the lymph nodes and other 
lymphoid tissues such as the 
spleen and bone marrow. 
Other cancers can move into 
the lymph nodes, but they are 


not lymphoma. 

Tipton loves to hunt and 
while in the hospital one 
day for a chemotherapy 
treatment, his family heard 
about the Catch A Dream 
Foundation. 

“We filled out the applica¬ 
tion and turned it in. They 
are sort of like the Make A 
Wish people, except they deal 
with hunting and fishing,” 
Betty Tipton, Dakota’s moth¬ 
er said. 

According to the organi¬ 
zation’s website they are: 
“a national, charitable, 
non-profit 501(c)(3) foun¬ 
dation, that provides once- 
in-a-lifetime dream hunting 
and fishing trips to children 
across the United States and 
Canada, age 18 and younger, 
who suffer from life-threaten¬ 
ing illnesses. Through these 
adventures, and exposure 
to outdoors-minded people 
who care, the program instills 
in these children a message 
of encouragement at a time 
when they need to know that 
hope does, indeed, exist.” 

The website tells about how 
the organization came into 
being. 

“The initial idea for a pro¬ 
gram that would ultimately 


be known as Catch-A-Dream 
was originated by Bruce 
Brady, of Brookhaven, MS 
in late 1999 as he faced his 
own arduous battle with can¬ 
cer. Taking great comfort in 
time spent in the outdoors, 


he drew strength from these 
experiences, and was able to 
“recharge his batteries” as 
he hunted and fished in his 
last days. Shortly before his 
death, he shared with family 
and friends a vision for some 
type of program that would 


provide outdoor opportu¬ 
nities to Mississippi youth 
with life-threatening illnesses 
who, unfortunately, were no 
longer served by the world’s

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Transportation Cabinet sets snow/ice removal priorities for Powell roads 



Transportation Cabinet 
sets snow and ice removal 
priorities for 2014-15 win¬ 
ter season in District 10 

The Kentucky Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet has estab¬ 
lished priority routes for 
snow and ice removal for 
the upcoming winter sea¬ 
son in the 10 counties that 
make up the Department of 
Highways District 10. 

KYTC is responsible 
for keeping more than 
1,800 miles of state-main¬ 
tained roadway in the dis¬ 
trict passable in inclement 
weather. This amounts to 
nearly 3,800 lane-miles 
of highways that must be 
treated and plowed during 
each snowstorm. (One mile 
of two-lane road equals 
two lane-miles; one mile of 
four-lane highway equals 
four lane-miles). KYTC 
sets snow removal priorities 
according to the amount 
and nature of traffic on the 
routes within each individ¬ 
ual county. Maps showing 
the snow removal priority 
routes may be viewed at 
http://go.usa.gov/gmDe. 

Priority A routes include 
major through routes and 
are those most heavily trav¬ 
eled in each county. They 
include parkways and other 
major arterial routes. Un¬ 
der normal winter weath¬ 
er conditions, the goal is 
for non-interstate Priority 
A routes to be plowed and 


treated within two hours of 
the beginning of the storm, 
with the process repeated 
every two hours. 

Priority B routes include 
other important but less¬ 
er traveled routes in each 
county. The goal for plow¬ 
ing and treating these high¬ 
ways is every four hours. 

Other state-maintained 
roads not fitting into either 
of the two higher categories 
fall into Priority C. The goal 
for these roads is to plow 
them at least once every 
eight hours, and to treat 
problem areas in the same 
time span. In some cases, 
Priority C routes may not 
be completely treated until 
other higher priority routes 
are cleared. 

These turnaround times 
are goals established in 
Transportation Cabinet 
policy, but individual cir¬ 
cumstances relating to each 
weather event may impact 
whether or not these goals 
are achieved. Plowing and 
treating schedules may be 
impacted by the severity of 
the storm or other factors. 
During light snowfalls, 
crews may be able to treat 
all roads within a coun¬ 
ty more rapidly. Heavier 
snows, or varying weather 
conditions in different areas 
of each county, may impact 
this schedule. 

“Last year was a chal¬ 
lenge for our snow removal 


team,” said Corbett Caudill, 
chief district engineer for 
the Department of High¬ 
ways District 10. “We had 
more snow and colder tem¬ 
peratures than we have had 
for the past several years, 
and by the end of winter, 
we were running low on 
salt. We learned several les¬ 
sons last winter that we will 
apply to our snow removal 
efforts this year. Our crews 
have already responded to a 


couple of light snowfalls, so 
we are ready for the worst 
of winter when we will get 
more frequent and heavier 
snows.” 

“The Transportation 
Cabinet recognizes how im¬ 
portant roadway conditions 
are to Kentucky motorists,” 
Caudill continued. “We are 
dedicated to keeping state 
highways clear and safe for 
travel. Our snow removal 
crews will work long, hard 


hours during the winter to 
keep our highways pass¬ 
able.” 

“We ask drivers to be pa¬ 
tient during snow removal 
operations,” Caudill add¬ 
ed. “Drivers should slow 
down, keep an eye out for 
snowplows, and remember 
to buckle up to ensure their 
safety. Our crews will work 
as fast as they can to clear 
the highways.” 

Again this year, Dis¬ 


trict 10 will use Twitter 
and Facebook to provide 
updates on road condi¬ 
tions when weather-related 
emergencies occur. These 
social media outlets are 
available on home comput¬ 
ers and Internet-enabled 
smartphones. 

“Every winter, the num¬ 
ber of our social media fol¬ 
lowers grows,” Caudill said. 
“Several media outlets in 
our area forward our road 
condition reports to their 
own followers, which helps 
spread the word and aids 
travelers during bad weath¬ 
er. We urge motorists to 
check these sources before 
they leave home to know 
the status of our highways 
during winter weather 
events.” 

Motorists may also dial 
511 to hear traffic and trav¬ 
el information. Signs have 
been erected throughout 
the 10 counties of District 
10 to promote the 511 ser¬ 
vice. 

Snow removal priority 
routes for Powell County 
are: 

Priority A: Mountain 
Parkway, KY 11, KY 82 and 
a portion of KY 213. 

Priority B: KY 15, KY 77, 
the remainder of KY 213 
and KY 1057. 

Priority C: All other 
routes.

encounter occurred just a 
few days after they had re¬ 
turned from a church youth 
group trip to Mississippi in 
Wethingtons home. Weth- 
ington would have been 28 
years old at the time. The 
Lexington victim is now 22 
years old. 

The warrant indicates 
that Lexington Police have 
checked the church records 
and the trip happened be¬ 
tween June 30-July 7, 2007. 
It did not name the church. 

Subsequently the warrant 


also states that police have 
interviewed Wethington 
about the Fayette County 
charges. After being read 
his Miranda rights, the 
warrant alleges that Weth¬ 
ington admitted that the 
“first instance of sexual in¬ 
tercourse between the two 
of them occurred 2-4 weeks 
after the youth trip.” 

Court watchers believe 
the new charge could be 
what is called “a game 
changer.” Instead of a pos¬ 
sible trial, it is now possi¬ 
ble that Wethington and 
his legal counsel may try to 
make a deal on the current 
charges in Powell County. 
However, that has not been 
discussed in court as of last 


weeks hearing. 

Wethington had been the 
pastor at the Stanton Chris¬ 
tian Church during a time 
frame that ran through 
2012 and 2013. He was 
replaced in December of 
2013, but that was not re¬ 
lated to the charges he now 
faces. 

Wethington, according 
to some sources, was a se¬ 
nior minister at a church 
in Harrison County be¬ 
fore becoming the pastor 
in Stanton. He reportedly 
also worked with the Teen 
Mission, USA organization 
out of Lexington. He also 
reportedly worked with a 
youth group at the Athens 
Christian Church in Lex¬ 


ington. 

“He was on our board of 
directors at one time, but 
he was never an official 
employee,” Teen Mission, 
USA Director Greg Herri- 
ford told the Times on the 
telephone in October after 
Wethington turned him¬ 
self in. He was indicted by a 
Powell Grand Jury on Sept. 
29 and turned himself into 
Stanton Police Sgt. James 
Watson on Oct. 3 

“He led some missions 
for us, but most of those 
teens were from his youth 
groups. He did one mission 
to the Mississippi area after 
Katrina and then maybe 
two more to Arizona on a 
Navajo reservation.”

money and assistance checks and 
used that money but not for the vic¬ 
tim. She also faces three counts of first 
degree wanton endangerment. 

After police said she “went on 
the run”, Richardson turned herself 
in about a week later. But she also 
brought a Lexington television news 
crew with her to observe. She stated 
she feared for her life at the time. 

Richardson has been accused of 
beating her victim, Mary Rose Swift, 
and forcing her to eat dog food. Offi¬ 
cers say Swift, who reportedly weighed 
over 200 pounds just about 12 months 
before, was down to 94 pounds when 
she was found in a home with no heat 
or food. 

At a hearing early in the case Powell 
County Chief Deputy Robert “Rog” 


Mathews, who headed the investiga¬ 
tion, testified about the alleged abuse. 
The information was provided most¬ 
ly by Swift, but Mathews stated then 
that 13 witnesses have come forward 
against Richardson. The initial com¬ 
plaint came from Richardsons own 
daughter, Rebecca Bowman. 

A court source states that Haddix, 
the woman Richardson is now ac¬ 
cused of assaulting, is a witness in the 
abuse case. 

Mathews testified that when Swiff 
was found in a home on Martin Street 
back on Jan. 23, 2013 there was no 
heat in the home and no food. “The 
temperature outside was 17 degrees at 
11 a.m. when we went to the house,” 
Mathews said. “She (Swiff) was on the 
couch covered up with three or four 
blankets.” 

Mathews stated that Swiff told him 
and Susan Jones from Adult Protec¬ 
tive Services that Richardson had 


beaten her and she was not fed very 
much. Mathews also indicated that 
the investigation was on-going based 
on statements Swiff had made. 

Richardson has denied all charges 
and accusations. At a bond hearing 
in 2013 some questions were raised 
by the defense about evidence appar¬ 
ently not showing any bruises on the 
victim. 

The case has been delayed several 
times. It was scheduled to go to trial 
in September of 2013, but was once 
again delayed. The trial is now set for 
Feb. 23, 2015. 

Her bond was set at $10,000 in Pow¬ 
ell District Court for the new charges. 
However, court records indicate that 
since she may have broken some of 
the conditions for her being out on 
bond and MCR, she is being held in 
the Powell County Detention Center 
without bond for the circuit court is¬ 
sues. 
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On one of those trips to 
the reservation there was 
apparently a little trouble. 
According to Herriford a 
family brought their “fami¬ 
ly troubles” with them and 
the mission “blew up.” 

During that trip a moth¬ 
er and daughter reported¬ 
ly levied some complaints 
against Wethington, but 
according to Herriford 
they were nothing “like this 
complaint.” 

“They complained about 
his character and to be 
honest their character was 
real low. It was a hard thing 
to deal with but I backed 
him and gave him a chance 
to grow in his leadership,” 
Herriford said. “I gave him 


the benefit of the doubt. I 
knew he had some issues 
to work on. He was a little 
rough around the edges 
with spiritual issues like 
cursing, but never anything 
criminal.” 

As for the bond reduc¬ 
tion request, that has been 
denied. The new charge in 
Fayette County has a bond 
of $2,500, but Powells bond 
will hold him for a while. 
The case will come back 
before the Powell Circuit 
Court in February as the 
court is waiting for DNA 
evidence results to come 
back from the state police 
laboratory.

largest childrens 

wish-granting organization. 
When the Make-A-Wish 
Foundation established na¬ 
tional policy that precludes 
granting a child a wish that 
involves hunting or use 
of “... firearms, hunting 
bows, or other hunting or 
sport-shooting equipment” 
Bruce and many others who 
love the outdoors, were dis¬ 
appointed. 

Bruce lost his battle with 
cancer in February 2000, 
long before the idea was 
anything more than a sim¬ 
ple concept to find a way to 
somehow provide meaning¬ 
ful outdoor experiences to a 
handful of Mississippi chil¬ 
dren who face life-threaten¬ 
ing illnesses. But his family 
and friends were dedicated 
to creating such a program 
as a memorial to Bruce 
that would eternally pro¬ 
vide a message of hope at 
a time when children with 
life-threatening illness¬ 
es need to know that hope 
does, indeed, exist. In mid- 
2000, the Catch-A-Dream 
Program was founded as a 
unique and unprecedent¬ 


ed partnership among the 
Brady family, the MSU-Ex- 
tension Service, the Mis¬ 
sissippi Wildlife Federation 
and the Mississippi 4-H 
Clubs Foundation, which 
provided Catch-A-Dream 
its initial 501(c)(3) fiscal 
home.” 

The foundation, which 
is based in Mississippi and 
no longer has a working 
relationship with MSU, but 
the organization has grown 
considerably. 

They chose Dakota and 
decided to help him “catch 
a dream.” 

The foundation spon¬ 
sored a trip for Dakota 
and his family to go to Red 
Cloud Ranch in Lingle, 
Wyoming. It is a 17,000 
acre actual working ranch, 
according to Betty Tipton, 
run by Jean and Kelly Rob¬ 
erts. That trip took place 
the week of Nov. 6 through 
Nov. 10. 

“We had not flown be¬ 
fore,” Betty Tipton recalled. 
“We flew from Lexington 
to Chicago on a plane that 
probably held about 100 
people. Then we flew on 
one from Chicago to Den¬ 
ver and it probably had 200 
on it. Then we flew from 
Denver to Wyoming in a 
real small plane. It was in-

I remember watching as she learned to 
swim (something I cant do) and the dare¬ 
devil she became as she would jump into 
the pool with no fear. 

As time went and she grew, it was time 
to go to school. Momma was broken heart¬ 
ed and I was losing my run-around buddy, 
but Whitney took to school pretty well. As 
some kids cried that first day, she told us to 
go on she was “OK”. Mom wasn’t though. 

Suddenly the years become a blur as she 
has grown quickly. She would wear frilly 
dresses for pictures then go outside with 
me to throw some softball. She tried the 
hoops game for a while, and boys, well they 
didn’t catch her attention until high school 
I think.

With winter coming, AG has some tips to help with energy costs

Last winter, many Ken¬ 
tuckians who rely on pro¬ 
pane to heat their homes 
and businesses exhausted 
their propane supply amid 
a nationwide shortage, 
soaring propane prices, and 
frigid weather conditions. 

Despite shortages, the 
majority of propane com¬ 
panies worked with their 
customers to make par¬ 
tial deliveries or provide 
them waivers to receive 


propane from another sup¬ 
plier, which Kentucky law 
requires. However, this 
wasn’t the case for all Ken¬ 
tucky propane users. 

Many customers filed 
complaints with my office 
when they became frustrat¬ 
ed at the record-high pric¬ 
es, the inability to get pro¬ 
pane, or the antics of their 
propane company. Don¬ 
ald Shepperd of Calloway 
County was one such cus¬ 
tomer. Mr. Shepperd went 
without propane for two 
weeks, but he faced an even 
bigger issue with his bill 
when his propane company 
incorrectly charged him for 
the propane he received. 

“After the Office of the 
Attorney General got in¬ 
volved, I received a credit to 
my account,” Shepperd said. 
“I’m thankful someone lis¬ 
tened.” 

Mr. Shepperd’s story 
wasn’t unique. My office 
was inundated with more 
than 200 phone calls from

propane customers encoun¬ 
tering similar problems. 
For instance, Robert Mutter 
of Barren County received 
an incorrect billing state¬ 
ment that was nearly triple 
the amount of what he had 
already purchased on a pre¬ 
paid contract. 

“The Office of the Attor¬ 
ney General worked quick¬ 
ly and efficiently to provide 
us with the appropriate in¬ 
formation to get this mat¬ 
ter resolved,” said Denise 
Strader, who assisted her fa¬ 
ther, Mr. Mutter, with filing 
a complaint. “Within a few 
weeks of contacting the At¬ 
torney General, my parents 
were credited back what 
they were overbilled.” 

This season, cold- 
er-than-normal tempera¬ 
tures could cause propane 
shortages across Kentucky 
once again. State energy 
officials are already encour¬ 
aging consumers to fill their 
propane tanks early, sign up 
for automatic delivery and 
enroll in payment plans to 


help avoid a late-winter run 
on propane. 

My Office of Rate Inter¬ 
vention and I are also re¬ 
minding propane custom¬ 
ers that there is a protocol 
in place allowing them 
to secure propane even if 
their supplier is unable to 
provide it. Know that un¬ 
der Kentucky law, consum¬ 
ers can receive a waiver to 
seek propane from anoth¬ 
er source if their supplier 
does not have the supply on 
hand. Even during a pro¬ 
pane shortage, companies 
still have a responsibility to 
take care of their customers 
who need access to propane 
to heat their homes and run 
their businesses. 

Conserving Energy this

Homestead exemption set for 2015-16 


The maximum homestead exemption on 
real estate owned by qualified persons has 
been set at $36,900 for the 2015 and 2016 
tax periods. The 2015-2016 exemption re¬ 
flects a $900 increase over the 2013 - 2014 
exemption of $36,000. 

The amount of the homestead exemp¬ 
tion is adjusted every two years in accor¬ 
dance with KRS 132.810 to compensate 
for changes in the purchasing power of the 
dollar. The exemption provided state and 
local property tax savings of approximately 
$178 million for more than 449,000 elderly 


or disabled Kentuckians during the 2014 
tax year. 

To qualify for the homestead exemp¬ 
tion, a person must be at least 65 years old 
during the tax period or have been classi¬ 
fied as totally disabled by any public or pri¬ 
vate retirement system. The property must 
also be owned, occupied and maintained by 
the taxpayer as a personal residence on the 
January 1 assessment date. 

Applications for the homestead exemp¬ 
tion should be filed in the local Property 
Valuation Administrator’s office.

Desserts 
often contain few nutri¬ 
ents and are heavy in carbs 
and fat that can quickly 
raise your blood glucose 
levels. Healthier options 
include eating fruit for des¬ 
sert, splitting a dessert with

Encouraging word: A powerful reminder 

It was, indeed, an unusual experience. About noon on Sunday, November 15,1970, the bus pulled into a wild-looking area with a 
few bushes and stopped. Stepping off the bus on to sand, we were on a beach. In a few minutes, I carefully stepped onto something 
in the edge of the water so a picture could be made of me standing in the Dead Sea, and I got my shoes wet. 

I thought nothing about it, for I knew my shoes would be dry in a few minutes. Then, when we were ready to leave the area, I 
happened to look down, and I was surprised by what I saw. The water had dried, and my shoes looked like I had been walking in 
snow. They were covered with salt. 

The Dead Sea is a fascinating oddity of nature. At 1,292 feet below sea level, it is the lowest spot on earth. At its deepest point, it 
is 1,310 feet deep, and it has a mean depth of 1,080 feet. It is 48 miles long and about 10 miles wide at the widest point, and it has 
a surface area of about 360 square miles. 

On a daily average, the Jordan River empties an estimated 6 million tons or 3 billion gallons of fresh water into the Dead Sea. 
With no outlet other than evaporation, it has, through the eons of time, forever received but never gave. So, it has become the most 
salt-saturated body of water in the world. Since it contains a little over 25% solid matter that is five times the concentration of the oceans, this solidity 
makes it impossible for life to exist in it. Even salt-water varieties of marine life succumb quickly when exposed to the salt-saturated water. 

Although the Dead Sea has an unusual beauty, it is merely a vast lifeless cesspool for the surrounding countryside. But it is more; it is a powerful 
reminder of what life becomes when one forever receives but never gives anything in return.

Apple Gingerbread 

Apple gingerbread recipe, 
tested - and found excellent 
- by the home economics 
department of the Kentucky 
College of Agriculture: 

1 c. molasses 

3-4 c. sugar 

1/2 c. melted fat 

legg 

1 c. boiling water 

1 1/2 teaspoons soda 

1 teaspoon ginger 

3- 4 teaspoons cinnamon 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

2 1/2 c. flour 

4- 6 apples 

Pare, core and slice apples 
and place in well buttered 
baking pan, sprinkle with 
a fourth of a cup of sugar, 
or more if apples are very 
sour, and partially cook in 
hot oven while mixing the 
gingerbread. 

Mix molasses, half cup of 
sugar, melted fat, well beat¬ 
en egg and beat until all are 
well combined. Mix spices, 
salt and flour and sift into 
molasses mixture and stir 
until flour is just dampened. 

Quickly mix soda with 
hot water and mix and pour 
into mixture. Beat until 
smooth and pour over par¬ 
tially cooked apples. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) about 35 minutes. 
Serve with whipped cream.

Get vaccinated against the flu 


State public health of¬ 
ficials are encouraging 
Kentuckians to get a flu 
vaccination during Nation¬ 
al Influenza Vaccination 
Week, Dec. 7-13, to reduce 
the spread of illness this 
holiday season. 

“Getting a flu vaccine is 
an early holiday gift you can 
give to yourself and your 
family,” said Dr. Stephanie 
Mayfield, commissioner of 
the Kentucky Department 
for Public Health (DPH). 
“As the holidays approach, 
people will be traveling, and 
families will gather together, 
increasing the potential for 
exposure to the flu. We are 
strongly urging anyone who 
hasn’t received a flu vaccine, 
particularly those at high 
risk for complications relat¬ 
ed to the flu, to check with 
local health departments or 
other providers.” 

Kentucky’s current flu ac¬ 
tivity level has recently in¬ 
creased to regional, which 
indicates an upturn in in¬ 
fluenza-like illness (ILI) or 
outbreaks of flu and labo¬ 
ratory confirmed flu in re¬ 
gions of the state. 

National Influenza Vacci¬ 
nation Week is a weeklong 
observance that serves as a 
reminder to those people 
who have not yet received 
a flu vaccine that the time 
to get vaccinated continues 
into winter - through Janu¬ 
ary or later, when flu season 
typically peaks. Because it 
takes about two weeks for 
the body to develop protec¬ 
tive antibodies against the 
flu following vaccination, 
Kentuckians who have not 
had a chance to be vacci¬ 
nated should seek out the 
opportunity during this 
season. Vaccine supplies 
are considered plentiful at 
this time, but people are 
urged to call their providers 
or pharmacies to check on 
availability. 

Throughout the week, the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) and 
DPH will highlight the im¬ 
portance of vaccinations for 
those people at high risk, 
their close contacts and all 
those who want to be pro¬ 
tected against the flu. In 
addition, good health hab¬ 


its such as washing hands 
often with soap and warm 
water, avoiding touching 
your eyes, nose or mouth, 
and staying at home from 
work or school when sick 
will also be emphasized. 

The best way to protect 
against the flu is to receive a 
flu vaccination. The CDC’s 
Advisory Committee on 
Immunization Practices 
recommends flu vaccine for 
all individuals 6 months of 
age and older. People who 
should especially receive 
the flu vaccine because they 
may be at higher risk for 
complications or negative 
consequences include: 

• Children ages 6 months 
through 18 years; 

• Pregnant women; 

• People 50 years old or 
older; 

• People of any age with 
chronic health problems; 

• People who live in nurs¬ 
ing homes and other long¬ 
term care facilities; 

• Health care workers; 

• Caregivers of or people 
who live with a person at 
high risk for complications 
from the flu; and 

• Out-of-home caregivers 
of or people who live with 
children less than 6 months 
old. 

Kentuckians should re¬ 
ceive a new flu vaccina¬ 
tion each season for opti¬ 
mal protection. Healthy, 
non-pregnant people ages 2 
through 49 can be vaccinat¬ 
ed with either the flu shot 
or the nasal vaccine spray. 
Children younger than 9 
years old who did not re¬ 
ceive a previous seasonal flu 
vaccination should receive 
a second dose at least four 
weeks after their first vacci¬ 
nation. 

High dose flu vaccine is 
available for persons aged 
65 years and older this year. 
A higher dose of antigen in 
the vaccine is designed to 
create a stronger immune 
response and provide better 
protection against the flu. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
released information this 
week that some of the na¬ 
tion’s circulating influenza 
A (H3N2) type viruses, the 
most common so far, may 


not be covered well by this 
year’s vaccine. This situ¬ 
ation is not unusual. It is 
challenging to anticipate 
the strains that will circu¬ 
late during the season, since 
flu vaccine is made months 
before the season begins. 
Despite the possibility of a 
poor vaccine match for one 
of the circulating strains, 
vaccination still provides 
the best protection against 
influenza. The vaccine ap¬ 
pears to be a good match for 
many of the strains which 
are being transmitted, 
and because of antibody 
cross-protection, should 
help to reduce hospitaliza¬ 
tions and deaths, even in 
persons who may contract 
the mismatched strain of 
influenza. 

In addition to flu vaccine, 
DPH strongly encourages 
all adults 65 years and old¬ 
er and others in high risk 
groups to ask their health 
care provider about the 
pneumococcal vaccines. 
These vaccines can help 
prevent a type of pneumo¬ 
nia, one of the flu’s most 
serious and potentially 
deadly complications. The 
CDC now recommends 
that adults 65 years or older 
receive the pneumococcal 
conjugate vaccine (PCV13, 
Prevnar-13) in addition to 
the pneumococcal polysac¬ 
charide vaccine (PPSV23, 
PNEUMO VAX-23). Get¬ 
ting both vaccines offers 
the best protection against 
pneumococcal disease. Be¬ 
tween 3,000 and 49,000 
deaths are attributed to flu 
and pneumonia nationally 
each year, with more than 
90 percent of those deaths 
occurring in people age 65 
and older. 

Infection with the flu vi¬ 
rus can cause fever, head¬ 
ache, cough, sore throat, 
runny nose, sneezing and 
body aches. Flu is a very 
contagious disease caused 
by the flu virus, which 
spreads from person to per¬ 
son.
